During  the  year  1958,  a  number  of  additional  connections 
to  properties  were  made,  and  practically  the  whole  of  the 
village  stand-pipes  removed.  Premises  at  Braunston  were 
supplied  from  the  Oakham  Urban  District  Council’s  mains, 
and  some  water  supplied  to  Barleythorpe  from  the  same  source. 
The  small  village  of  Tickencote  continued . to  receive  its 
supplies  from  Ketton  Rural  District  Council* s  mains  by 
agreement.  Both  the  North  Luffenham  Aerodrome  and  the ^ 
married  quarters  nearby  were  supplied  with  this  Council  s 
water  from  Empingham,  and  on  one  or  two  occasions  water 
was  also  supplied  to  the  Cottesmore  R.A.E. Station, which  ^ 

under  normal  circumstances  uses  its  own  supply.  It  was  not 
necessary  during  1958  to  augment  the  supply  to  the  Oakham 
Urban  District,  but  this  can  be  done  again  should  occasion 
arise  in  the  future.  Further  discussions  have  tken  place 
between  the  Oakham  Rural  and  Urban  District^  Councils  with  a. 
view  to  providing  a  piped  supply  to  the  small  parish  of Broo  e 
in  the  District , and  some  progress  was  made,  so  tnat  iu  is 
confidently  hoped  that  a  supply  will  be  given  in  the  near 
future  from  the  Urban  District  Council’s  mains  nearby. 


The  total  amount  of  water  delivered  oy  the  Oakham 
Rural  District  Council  to  all  premises  during  1958  was 
approximately  95,000,000  gallons.

Attention  was  given  and  repairs  were  carried  out  as  necessary 
during  1958  to  the  existing  village  drains  and  sewers  in  the 
district.  Practically  the  whole  of  the  properties  in  the 
village  of  Langham  have  now  been  connected  to  the  new  sewers 
there,  and  during  1958  the  work  of  sewering  the  two  large 
villages  of  Cottesmore  and  G-reetham  was  put  in  hand  together 
with  the  alteration  of  the  existing  R.A,F,  sewage  disposal 
works,  which  lie  between  the  two  villages  and  have  been 
taken  over  by  the  Council  so  that  treatment  of  sewage  from 
these  two  villages  and  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  Cottesmore  can 
be  given  at  one  point.  This  work  was  well  advanced  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  preparations  made  for  connecting  the  various 
properties  to  the  new  sewers. 

On  the  17th.  December  1958  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  held  a  private  inquiry 
into  a  scheme  of  sewering  the  village  of  Manton,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  will  be  forthcoming 
in  the  near  future  so  that  this  work  can  be  proceeded  with. 

Schemes  were  also  placed  before  the  Council  for  the 
sewering  of  Empingham,  one  of  the  largest  villages  in  the 
district,  and  also  for  reconstruction  of  the  old  sewage  works 
and  certain  lengths  of  sewers  in  the  village  of  Whissendi ne» 

As  was  the  case  in  1957 ,  a  large  number  of  conversions  of 
pail-lavatories  to  water-closets  were  carried  out  during 
the  year,  and  in  certain  cases  septic  tanks  were  installed  by 
owners  with  the  help  of  improvement  grants  under  the  Housing 
Act  1949  to  allow  for  the  conversions  to  be  made.

Br&unston,  StreLton  end  parts  of  Dormant on,  are  now  provided  with 
regular  collections  of  refuse  carried  out  by  Contractors  on 
behalf  of  the  Council 0  A  partial  removal  is  provided  monthly  in 
the  nine  parishes  of  Ashwell,  Barrow,  Whissendine,  Brooke,  Hambleton, 
Lyndon,  Burley,  Egleton  and  parts  of  Horn,  and  also  at  G-unthorpe 
at  less  frequent  intervals.  Weekly  collections  are  also  carried 
out  by  the  Contractors  on  behalf  of  the  Council  at  the  Married 
Quarters  of  the  R. A. F. Stations  at  Cottesmore  and  Edith  Weston. 


With  the  exception  of  Market  Overton,  langham,  Exton,  Brauns ton, 
and  parts  of  Barleythorpe  and  Normanton,  the  first  named  sixteen 
villages  are  provided  with  a  weekly  scavenging  system  of  night-soil, 
also  carried out  by  Contractors  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  There  is, 
in  addition,  a  weekly  scavenging  system  of  night-soil  by  Contractors 
at  Barrow,  Burley,  Egleton,  Hambleton,  and  Lyndon.  The  scavenging 
by  Contract  of  night-soil  in  Langham  was  terminated  by  the  Council 
during  1958  when  by  the  conversion  of  a  further  number  of  pail 
closets  to  water  lavatories,  practically  the  whole  of  the  village 
had  water-borne  sanitation.

During  the  course  of  1958  the  Council  have  reconsidered  the 
matter  of  scavenging  by  Contract,  which  system  has  been  in  force 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  from  1st. 

April  1959,  scavenging  work  in  this  District  will  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour,  and  for  this  purpose  an  order  for  a  large  two-way 
tipping  vehicle  has  been  placed.

During  the  course  of  1958  the  Council  granted  thirteen 
temporary  licences  to  owners  of  caravans  for  these  to  remain  in 
the  District  for  extended  periods  beyond  the  forty-two  days 
allowed  under  the  Public  Health  Act.  The  owner  of  a  caravan 
camping  site  at  Langham  licensed  for  use  during  the  summer 
months  applied  for  permission  to  use  part  of  his  laud  for 
camping  purposes  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  The  Council 
agreed  to  this  suggestion  and  additional  sanitary  accommodation 
was  not  required  since  these  facilities  had  already  been 
provided  by  the  owner  of  the  land.  A  number  of  caravans  used 
by  Contractors  staff,  which  were  located  on  a  site  at  Cottesmore 
Aerodrome  early  in  the  year,  had  to  be  removed  into  other 
parts  of  the  Rural  area  during  the  course  of  1958. 

The  whole  of  these  vans  have  now  left  the  District.

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  the  inclusion  of  details  of  housing 
matters  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  no 
longer  necessary. 

It  may,  however,  he  noted  that  seven  houses  were  demolished 
during  1958  in  pursuance  of  demolition  orders,  and  with  the 
completion  of  the  Langham  houses  it  was  possible  to  arrange  for  the 
removal  of  the  four  temporary  dwellings  at  Barleythorpe  which  were 
taken  over  by  the  Council  soon  after  the  war. 

Luring  the  course  of  the  year  thirty-three  improvement 
grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949  were  approved  subject  to  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  work  by  the  owners. 


PROVISION  OH  NEh  HOUSES  DURING  THE  YEAR- 


During  1958  the  Council  completed  eighteen  houses  at 
Langham,  and  plans  were  approved  for  four  more  houses  and  four 
bungalows  for  elderly  persons  in  the  village  of  Exton,  and 
arrangements  made  for  the  building  of  these  during  the  year  1959* 
The  R.A.F.  Authorities  also  erected  a  further  number  of  houses  at 
the  married  quarters  of  the  Cottesmore  and  Edith  Weston  Aerodromes. 
In  addition  six  houses  were  completed  for  private  owners. 

At  the  end  of  1958  the  number  of  applicants  for  Council 
Houses  on  the  Housing  Register  had  fallen  to  eighty-nine.

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  animals  killed  in 
the  slaughterhouses  of  the  District  during  1958,  when  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  but  the  percentage  of  animals  inspected  was 
somewhat  higher.  The  Council  have  now  reached  agreement  with 
the  local  butchers  regarding  times  of  slaughtering  so  that  this 
percentage  can  be  raised  to  a  still  higher  figure  in  the  future.

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FOOD  HYGIEME  REGuXnFIOHS 


Generally  speaking  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  observed 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  in  this  District  during  1958,  but  in  one 
case  it  has  been  necessary  to  report  to  the  Council  with  a  view 
to  having  alterations  carried  out  or  alternatively,  instructing 
the  occupier  of  a  shop  to  cease  selling  food-stuff s  there. 

A  notice  has  been  served  and  the  matter  was  still  under 
consideration  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  case  of  a  new  food  shop  in  course  of  erection  in 
the  District,  the  plans  of  the  building  have  been  passed 
subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
being  fully  observed. 


NATIONAL  A3SISTNACE  ACT  1948.  -  Section  47  -  Removal  to 
suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 


I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  legal  action  was  necessary 
during  1958  to  secure  the  removal  of  persons  to  suitable 
Homes  under  the  provision  of  the  above  Act. 

Investigation  was,  however,  carried  out  in  one  particular 
case  where  it  was  thought  it  might  be  necessary  to  remove 
an  elderly  lady.  It  was  found  in  this  case,  however,  that 
the  lady  concerned  was  being  suitably  cared  for  by  relations, 
so  that  no  further  action  in  the  matter  has  been  taken.
